Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Harding "752 teaches a non-fogging adhesive 
which may have a fogging number of 100 and which can be rated as 1 , (see column 7, lines 1-13), which means that no residues are 
detectable. The adhesive contains "minimal to no residues". The adhesive may have a maximum content of 1 , not a minimum content, 
and the reference also states that no volatile residues may be present. Since Harding teaches that same composition as the claimed 
adhesive, the presumption regarding the similarlity of properties is reasonable. The same compositions cannot have different properties. 
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
